Much of this 
Voi been esuygeernted, Tt is 
tra: that where there i only 
one child in a family there 
are problems. These, hew- 
ever, can be met sucersaful- 
ly if parents are enlightened 
niet determined. Moreover, 
there are problems, too, in 
the family with many chil- 
dren. It ig not wholésome to 
assure that an only child is 
necessarily going to be an 
abnormal child in behaviour 
and in relationships with 

others.

His rise has been through 
«conomics, although his family 
is of genuine Swedish noble 
stock.

Another 
brother, now dead, was 
Secretary of the Intemational 
Court at the Hague. 

His family gave Dng his first 
push up the Iadder. But it was 
his own “invisible skill that 
teok -him quickly to the Per- 
manent Under-Secretaryship of 
the Swedish Treasury during the 
war, In 1946 he became adviser 
on financtal and economic 
matters to the Foreign Minister. 

In this way he combined 
cconomics with forcign affairs.

1951 saw him 
nitive at the government os 
Minister of State,
